personal experience: Notes on Getting over the Hurdles by Jessica Symonds 



I first thought of myself as an artist when I was about 10 years old. I remember, in 
primary school when I was asked what I wanted to be, when I grew up, I said an artist. 
My teacher thought it was the best thing since sliced bread to 'make things', we had 
plasticine math, (don't ask me to explain), cooking class geography, and plastic solder 
history. I learnt from her that the world was made of stuff and that through it I could say 
things. I made dolls drawing puppet theaters and finally found my forte I 'made plays'. 
First I made them up roping in kids in the play ground at recess and then when I got more 
daring I organized kids into characters from fairy stories and comics we were all reading 
and conducted huge extravagant productions, costumed sets the works. I still remember 
my blood bubbling and prickling at the excitement of it all. Then when I hit high school I 
found it hard to keep 'making things', life got serious and I forgot what I was I guess. 
Instead my head was full of boys, boys, boys and then a little hard work and then career. 
For fifteen years now I have been working as an professional in the business world, having 
kids, getting a life etc etc. 

It is only recently that I have felt those uneasy stirring within me, and remembered that 
daring statement in Mrs Gilespie's class, that I was going to be an artist. Well I started with 
a tin of cheap poster paints and a tiny writing pad. I started painting flowers and then I 
moved onto kitchen utensils, then there was a brief and scary foray into kitchen cutlery, 
then I focused on scissors for a few months, all the while keeping my 'paintings' hidden in 
case someone (family), found them and me out! When the scissors started getting bigger 
than the pad, I called Majena at Artmilk. She had quite a lot to say about scissors and 
how wonderful they were and how if I wanted I could get out of my closet, come out as 
a 'real' artist-(very hard at first)- and start to find what I enjoyed again. ..I had to learn to 
listen to myself, find out what I liked and then make what that was. I had to learn to play 
again and I had to learn to ignore that bossy voice in me that told me I wasn't an artist. I 
AM an artist. And I am now making plasticine models of graphs of 'things that make me 
laugh'. They look weird, but Majena says they are great and two galleries have agreed. 
It was only recently that I realized this work echoes back to all those years ago. ..I am 
building a 'body of work' as Majena calls it, learning to use a digital camera to 
document my little wonders, building a folio of images and am working towards a show 
in Sydney. I really want to show in Germany one day -the home of my maternal 
grandmother.

feature article on developing creative practice: 

The things people are passionate about 

In beginning and then trying to continue an arts practice the biggest overall challenge 
or block for an artist is not knowing what to paint. It's a problem if you don't know who 
you are or what you like! This is not knowing what you're passionate about. Most people 
haven't had the space, time or help to explore themselves in this way. We seem to get 
by very well in others areas of our lives even if we don't know if we respond more to blue 
than red, but it does matter for an artist. Also second problem and this is really the big 
one. ..at first glance there only seems to be a few particular boxes one could fit into, you 
might be a painter or a sculpture or maybe a photographer etc. You might also think 
along the lines of ... I'm might be a landscape painter, or a painter of still lifes, a 
watercolorist, or a painter of nudes, or people. 

But for an arts practice and your life as an artist to be rich, really rich, wonderful, 
expressive, really something special, you need a bigger playing field, you need to open 



the doors and look around you and also go down into yourself further than you ever 
have before. 

So what do I mean I hear you saying? Without giving away too many of the 'passions' I 
hear about daily in my work at artmilk, I thought I'd detail just a few of the sorts of things 
people find and work from in creating wonderful exciting work. But first let's be clear 
about a very important point. All art is abstract. All that we make and even think is 
abstract as well. ..now that's an abstract thought!... but think of it this way and it might 
help, that fantastic image (painting) of the tree is not a tree, it doesn't grow, sway in the 
wind, drop its leaves or hide real birds in its branches. Same with that nude or those 
apples... they are really just bits of colored pigment arranged on a surface in a way that 
looks like your magnolia tree, or Betty-Sue ...it's only a shell, an idea. 

A little bit about abstraction. There are levels of abstraction in art and in life. Think more of 
a swinging continuum than a black and white sort of system, nothing all real or all 
abstract but a mass of grey. It is within this grey area that artists work with... no wonder it 
feels like London fog sometimes!! But by understanding that these fields of abstraction 
exist, you will be able to start to see, and then focus in on and define and then feel OK 
(the big important thing) about the areas you are really really interested in and wishing to 
working on. (This understanding will help you understand other artist's work as well). 

First a little bit of history... there has always been abstraction. Images as levels or forms of 
abstraction have always existed in representational art; it is not only a contemporary 
invention, but the development of the abstract as a mode of expression called 
'modern art' it is said began with the symbolist's painters, poets and writers in Europe in 
the late 1 800's. But we can go further back than that to understand the root of what 
artists are overthrowing to make images abstract. 

The study of western art history begins with the renaissance, in the 1 4th century. And 
during that time art was rated as good or excellent in terms that the Italians borrowed 
from the classical Greek ideas of an ideal of form. The language of classical rhetoric 
used terms such as BEAUTY, TRUTH, GENIUS, CIVILIZATION, HARMONY, SYMETRY, FORM, 
STATUS, TASTE, and JUDGEMENT to measure the worth of art. The more clearly a picture 
could communicate those ideals or meanings, the better it was thought to be. Art and 
painting at this time encouraged a painter's skill in such a way as to express ideas, 
through the form of 'look alike' and narrative. 

These ideas or ideals, now 700 years on, are seen as great but abstract and not fixed and 
often not enough. Many of these terms no longer accord with the world as it is. They are 
more abstract than the most abstract painting. The 'renaissance world', (really only 
featuring 1 2 or so artists), was an ideal not a reality. Many contemporary artists and 
thinkers believe that these ideals are obscure and mystify reality, half-truths and express 
only partial realities. In art the ideas that came with modernism and post modernism, 
have effected many radical changes in our thinking in terms of these old ideals, here are 
some examples: 

♦ The idea of beauty, now we rightly ask, who is the beholder (viewer) of 
'that' beauty and what are his particular fascinations, prejudices, sexual 
orientations etc. Think of all the images of naked women painted by men. 

♦ The idea of harmony, we have come to realize that the universe is 
wonderful but chaotic system and is not harmonious at all. This is not a 
value judgement, quantum physics now understands this to be the nature 



of matter and energy. Think of Gustav Klimt's 'The Kiss', nothing orderly 
about that! 
♦ and judgement is now understood as subjective, often cultural and 
gender biased. The only truth now is that there is no one truth. Think of 
propaganda art from both sides during the worlds wars. 

Because of these new ways of understanding the world, contemporary thought and art 
has changed or overthrown the old 'narrow', classical order of thinking and art making. 
Art now rarely has a single or primary or narrative meaning as it routinely did pre 1860. This 
change in thinking has come about because of changes in the world the industrial age, 
information technology, science, psychology, changes in belief systems brought about in 
part because of Darwin's theories of evolution, and lastly and most profoundly, because 
of two catastrophic world wars. All of these factors have changed the psyche of the 
preceding and current generation of artists and then they in turn have changed art. 

So finally... phew. ..what are people passionate about. These sorts of things and 
combinations of them are often the first layer of an artists interests. 

about the things they see 

about the things they believe 

about the things they feel 

about the things they value 

about the things they imagine 

about the things they have come to understand 

Then it really opens up... People are working from their interests in series, with fascinations 
with infinity, using diagramming, tableau, painting about encounters in or with nature, 
life, in relationship the exists between objects. About their studio, about mobility, utopia, 
about the body, and the material of it. About language as a virus from space (yes really) 
about a sublime self - about waiting for beauty. About vertigo, visions, artistic rule systems 
- about the 'art' of observation, ritual action, enumerated time, color line and shapes. 
About the issues between art and fashion - identity and gaze, and identity as 
interpretation. Artists are trying to grasp a thought and make it visible, working on the 
tyranny of intimacy - the world as a shopping basket - consumerism - political ideas - 
ideas - nightmares - memories - fantasies - fables - the fabulous - and cartooning. 

Model making - toys - the maternal - smoothness and essence - blackness - the 
impossibility of communication - photography direct from life - proverbs - living without a 
home country - monitoring desiring - crafting - found spaces - textile dynamics - heaven 
and earth - messages that pass unsaid. Bad jokes (that's me) the interior of the body - 
space and power - feelings - dreams - tracing - copying - the disorder of order - make 
believe - dressing up - cooking (yes cooking)! - everyday media myths - body talk - 
crossing the frontiers of beauty - time and space - being or not being the glamour girl - 
reports on losses - originality according to... - melancholy of perfection - art theories - 
crime scenes - the space between reality and fiction - synthetic pictorial visions - 
drawing grids -glittering prospects of the big city - between two worlds - architecture of 
shadows - freedom something not given but that you have to take - carnal body-art - as 
if it were painted - star culture -the eye - a magic chamber full of moving pictures - 
painted split the collision of painting and world - body writing - making gesture - veiling 
paint - the hyper ugly frozen in time - coloring in - art as journey into the cosmos - out of 
place - in the shadow of the other - the elements - light- the public is private - death and 
the body .
